This letter provides guidance for design and
construction of roller conpacted concrete (RCC) pavenents for the
US. Arny and Air Force. The guidance provided is pertinent for
road, street, and open storage area pavenents.

This letter is applicable to all HQUSACE
el enents, maj or subordi nate commands, districts, |aboratories,
and field operating activities (FOA) having Arny and Air Force
mlitary construction design responsibility.

4. Background. Research conducted at the U. S. Arny Engi neer
Wat erways Experinment Station (WES) has shown that RCC pavenent
can provi de an acceptabl e pavenent for heavy, |ow speed traffic
applications. RCC pavenent has shown its viability and cost

ef fecti veness through over 20 years of successful mlitary and
comercial applications. To ensure that RCC pavenents are
properly built, the criteria provided in Appendix Ato this ETL
is to be used for design and construction.

5. Action to be Taken. The guidance in Appendix Ato this ETL
shoul d be used by the Arny and Air Force for design and
construction of RCC road, street, and open storage area
pavenent s.
